'T'HE Balkan thorn Is b eing press­ 
ed steadily and dangerously 
deeper into Fuehrer Hitler’s side 
b y the b usiness-like progress of 
the Allies in the conquest of Italy . 
One of Hitler’s chief reasons 
for defending Italy is to protect 
his hold on the explosive Balkans, 
just across the Adriatic. Each 
day of success on the Italian 
peninsula adds to the Allied ab il­ 
ity to rake the Balkans from the 
air and it also is b ound to increase 
German fears of invasion. 
Tlie eituation in this ‘cockpit 
of south-eastern E)urope is Indeed 
a thorn in Hitler’s side, for it 1s 
a terrib le menace to the right 
flank of his b adly -manhandled b at- 
tlefront in Russia. 
The fuehrer’s fear of Invasion 
of the Balkans doesn’t mean neces­ 
sarily that the Allleg have decid­ 
ed on such on operation. They 
are in the enviab le position of b e­ 
ing under no pressure at this time 
to undertake it, whereas the un­ 
happy Nazi chief is compelled to 
maintain an army In that theater 
to guard against Invasion apd to 
keep the lid on the unpredictab le 
Balkan peoples. 
No t only ar^ all his small satel­ 
lites—Bulgaria, Rumania and 
Hungary —try ing to b reak away 
from him, b ut the oooopied coun­ 
tries are smiting him hip and 
thigh. 
Today , for Instance, a patriot 
omnmiinique from Yugoslavia rec­ 
ord« that guerrilla troop« have 
forced the Germans to retreat at 
many places In the tmrtheastern 
part of the country . There Is heavy 
fighting on the Dalmatian coast 
Thu« all the Balkans, b oth friend 
and foe, are serving the Allied 
cause well, either b y design or b y 
circumstance. 
Actually all the United Nations 
need do to keep the pot b oiling 
is to ooptlnue to « opport thefr 
fliende with all aid short of In­ 
vasion, lammUme tossing b omb s 
and monU ferment amond the Ut- 
Ua Axis itatos. 
The Balkans will do the rest 
themselves, until such time as 
either Russia or the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can allies can send armies into 
the península. 


T tITMSR would b e crasy If he 
*1 didn’t try to safeguard himself 
against a possib le Invaigion of 
the Balkans. It is clear that the 
Allied higdi command has consider­ 
ed carefully the advisab ility of 
striking Into this theater, though 
it is far from clear what conclu­ 
sion has b een reached. 
It easily may b e that final de­ 
cision of this very b ig question 
is still on the tab le as unfinished 
b usiness, since the position in this 
war sone is so mercurial that b ig 
changes could happen overnight. 
That circumstance is, of course, 
one of Hitler’s b iggest pains. 
Certainly in weighing the mat­ 
ter the Allies have found things to 
encourage at least a postponement 
of such an amb itious undertaking. 
One of these is that we still have 
a b ig Job on hand with the Ger­ 
mans in Italy ,

i would seem feasib le until we 
have deprived the Nasls of Italy 
as a b ase and have eecnred this 
vital area for ourselves. The ques­ 
tion of a suitab le invasion b ase, 
b y the way , is a b ig one. Italy b y 
itself isn't ideal and Turkey still 
maintains her neutrality . 
There are two other even more 
cogent reasons for caution in in­ 
vading the Balkans. One is that 
this operation would divert Allied 
strength from the prime ob jective, 
that is. the invasion of western 
Europe. 
Upon Htat depends any early ter­ 
mination of the war—b arring a 
German 
internal 
collapse 
upon 
whh^ reliance shouldn’t b e placed. 
The second reason is political— 
the Russians consider the Balkans 
their sphere 
of Influence 
and 
don’t want the Allies to Inter­ 
fere.

These are Just across the river 
and actually are not villages b ut 
sub divisions of the city . 
Machi ne Guna Rake Cl i ffs 
Rusflian troops are to close to 
the city that In many places they 
are ab le to rake the cliffs with 
machine guns and snipers are b usy 
picking off unwary Germans. 
Soviet forces which pushed Into 
the sub urb s on the eastern b ank 
of the river are exposed to heavy 
fire 
from 
natural 
fortifications 
along the towering west b ank 
where ancient'cells of monks hewn 
intq the high cliff afford excellent 
machine gun and light gun nests 
for the Germans. 
The Bwlitt raSlib said that Soviet

are 
eonti&eing 
b ig-scale 
drtmsiiig thrastd along the central 
Dnieper without revealing the suc­ 
cess of the assaults. 
It added that Russian reinforce­ 
ments are b eing thrown against 
German defenses near Zaporozhe, 
on the river south of Dnepropet­ 
rovsk, and Soviet forces still “are 
attacking with powerful forces in 
the Kuzan.”

It Is not known in Moscow 
whether the Germans have de 
stroy ed railway and hi ghw a y 
b ridges spanning the Dnieper at 
Kiev and there is no indication 
whether the Russians intend to 
storm the city ’s high cliffs frontally 
from across the river or flank it 
b y crossings to the north and 
south. 
There were no reports In the 
Russian capital that Soviet forces 
already have crossed the river 
either directly ab ove or b elow 
Kiev.

line with legislative judgment of what the p ub­ 
lic wanted. 
Congress thought national guardsmen shouldn’t 
be used outside the western hemisp here and 
added the same restriction on selectees. It de­ 
cided, furthermore, they should be trained for 
only one y ear. It came p erilously close —- two 
Yotee In the senate—to holding up oonscrlp tlon 
for a 60-day trial of the volunteer sy stem. It 
also limited the total number of » electees In 
service at any one time to 900,000. 
When asked to p rolong the training p eriod, it 
barely gave consent—one slim vote In the house 
—to an 18 -month extension. The senate voted 
for a y ear’s training before teen-a« e draftees 
could be aent Into combat overieaa. The senate 
also voted blanket defeimient for farm workers. 
One way and another, congressional declsioni 
on selective sertiee have turned sour with a 
regularity suggesting that attemp ts to gear se­ 
lective service to p op ular op inion a rt Ill-advised, 
for the simp le reason that any thing which re­ 
quires sacrifiée Is the eeeence of war-» ~lsn’t go­ 
ing to he p op ular. 
It Is, as the op p osition to the drafting of p re- 
Pearl Harbor fathers eay , a shama that the heads 
of established families should have to be taken 
Into the armed services, but so far they have 
bro utht forth no better Idea for accomp lishing 
the same p urp ose.

: What Do Farmers Want7 
. J F FOOD PRODUCTION in 1944 Is going to 
h a rt the benefit of national p lanning, congress 
‘ will bars to msks up Its mind now. A food p ro­ 
gram e ^ 't bs imp rorlaed aftsr next y ear's grow­ 
ing season has starisd. 
War Food Administrator Marvin F. Jones, who 
took ths Job last July , has asked congress for 
another half a billion In lending authority for 
Commodity Credit Corp ., the agency sup p ly ing 
•funds for the government's food p rogram. It Is 
rep orted at the same time that farm leaders 
are organising against this p rocedure, which 
they say would call for unlimited and unrestrict­ 
ed p ay ment of subsidies. They p rofess to favor 
straight p ries incrsases. 
Meanwhile, It Is becoming more p ertinent day 
, by day to wonder what farmers want In ths way 
■ of a national food p roduction p rogram and whether 
their viewp oint la being rep resented accunteiy 
by the men who claim to sp eak for them. It Is 
• noteworUiy — and disturbingly so — that the 
; sp okesmen have convey ed the Imp ression they 
have no p rogram in mind other than one of let­ 
ting food p rices run helter-skelter as high as 
, they will go. 
This Is not a p rogram. It Is the absence of a 
i p rogram. It does not do justice to the comp osite 
Intelligence of the agricultural' p op ulation, nor 
to the organizations which rep resent the farm 
^minority in p ublic debate and lobby ing. It is 
j giving agriculture the same black ey e that labor 
» and management give themselves when they 
'convey the imp ression, as they do occasionally , 
that the national emergency Is an occasion for 
making a killing. Most farmers don’t believe so 
lany more than most indp strial workers and man- 
tagera believs so. They are being misrep resented 
I by sp okesmen for minorities within their-group s. 


Specifications For A Tax Bill 
t-y HE housé way s and means committee is said 
to be shifting Into high gear to get a new 
Itax bill on President Roosevelt’s desk by Jan. 1. 
The date—Jan, 
—Is now one of the p rincip al 
sp ecifications for • tax bill. Under withholding 
jtaxes, any tax rsrlslo n that does not go. Into 
¡effect at the beginning of the calender y ear will 
'create unnecessary and Intolerable confusion, 
. 
Another sp ecification Is simp licity . Public re­ 
action from the needless comp lexities of the 
jWlthholding tax has been strong. For the first 
time In y ears. It seems likely that tax exp erts 
In congress and p erhap s even the muddle-minded 
exp ert! who hold forth In the treasury dep art­ 
ment will make an honest effort to simp lify 
taxes. 
The other imp ortant sp ecification is p roduc­ 
tivity , relative to effect on taxp ay ers. In brief, 
I the golden egg must be obtained without killing 
the goose. The treasury must obtain the bulk 
W Its additional revenue In 1944 from the p laces 
whei'e there has been soma Increase In ability 
to p ay , either through ability to reduce exp enses, 
raise income, or both. 
The additional tax must be geared to reality 
a t both ends—the taxp ay er’s situation at one end, 
the gorernm ent’a urgent need for money at the 
iOther. 


It Is time for the p eop le of this country to real­ 
ise that we are straining our reeources to 
fight this war, and if we are to havs a return 
{to economic health It must be by the orthodox 
way of work and save.—W. U un Hemingway , 
formmr p resident American Bankers’ association.

By SIQRID ARNE 
Associated Press Staff Writsr 
t N July . 1939. six weeks before 
1 Germany invaded Poland, the 
British foreign t^flee op ened e 
p acket sent from Bwltsm-land by 
Dr. Friedrich Foerster, exiled Ger­ 
man teacher and p hilosop her. 
Inskte was a cop y of Gen. Hai­ 
der’s final sp each of Instruction to 
the German offlcera who were to 
lead the Invasion of Poland, It was 
the bluep rint for the start of World 
War II. 
This was the second time Foer­ 
ster had warned of war. Ten y ears 
before the First World war* he told 
Bnglleh and French officials 
Germany ’s p rep arations. 
At 7 4, he is living today in New 
York, 
and 
unhap p ily , 
warning 
against a third world war. He say s 
the way we handle Germany will 
cast the die for p eace or w ar In 
another 36 y ears. 
He has a thesis—and a p lan. 
His thesis: There is no differ­ 
ence between the Nazis and the 
German p eop le. 
Hla country , he 
say s. Is suffering from mass iu- 
faction, national drunkenneas— and 
must be “deloused” of mllitariwa. 
His p lan has several p olnta. He 
recalls German history to p rove 
the necessity for some p lan. 
D 
r . F0ERSTHJR*8 father waa di­ 
rector of the University of Ber­ 
lin observatory , a man with such 
a broad International 
viewp oint 
that be talked constantly about 
the growing German belief that 
Germans are a 
sup er-race and 
should rule the world. 
* 
The son, Friedrich, studied at 
the university . Half of his family 
were junkers and army officers. 
But he aided with his father. 
He himself was teaching at the 
University of Zurich and dedicated 
himself to warning o thir nations 
that Gsrmany wanted war. 
In 1914 he waa teaching again 
In Munich and again battling the 
Blamarck military tradition. 
He 
was fired. 
In 1928, during the Weimar re­ 
p ublic, he was back again in Ger­ 
many , try ing to convince ths Qsr- 
man masses that Gielr only salva­ 
tion was to drop their belief m 
force. 


A N army officer warned him to 
^ 
leave the country Immediate­ 
ly . 
He fled back to Switierland 
and never returned. 
This wag 10 
y ears before Hitler. 
Dr. Foerster traces the German 
drive to conquer the world back 
120 y ears to a book, “Europ e and 
Germany ’’ by Ernst Arndt. It said: 
“Qermany needs a military ty rant 
cap able of exterminating 
sntirs 
nations." 
“So now,’’ 
say s Dr. Foerster 
“Germany is 
try ing to do that. 
She’s Beethoven In the 
trenchss. 
Her sp irit Is 
not a vies, so much 
as It is a p erverted virtue.” 


This Is his p eace p lan: 
1.—All Nasi p arty members, men 
a n d women, and there are about 
18,000,000 of them. - should be de­ 
p rived for life of the right to vote, 
or to work in education, ^ e p ress, 
or the radio. 
2.—Youth organizations should 
continue their work, btrt their p ro­ 
grams should be concentrated on 
bow to build Instead of destroy .

It won't take a big army , he

off on her old game of p lay ing 
Russia against the west, or vice 
versa—dividing and conquering. 
As a corollary , Russia and the 
west must remain united on their 
control of Germany , so that none 
of the Allies may make secret 
deals with Germans. 


r \R . FOERSTER thinks military 
^ 
occup ation of Germany must 
last until an entire new genera­ 
tion has grown up . because “Ger­ 
many must be disinfected from a 
whole century of p rop aganda.” 
He worries over America’s gen­ 
erous 
sp irit 
every 
time 
some 
sp eaker say s that Hitler and the 
German p eop le are sep arable. 
Incidentally , Dr. Foerster did not 
leave Germany because he has 
Jewish blood. 
He’s that “p ure 
Nordic” Hitler used to rove about. 
We can’t dep end ou the "Ger­ 
man underground” to p foduce a 
revolution, he say s. 
A revolution 
would be only an exp losion cre­ 
ating chaoa. 
Hitler’s overthrow still 
would 
leave Germans believing In p an- 
Germanism and militarism. 
He believes there Is no organ­ 
ization In Germany which can be 
trusted to remake the country In­ 
to a reliable world p artner. 
There Is a amall group , how­ 
ever, which will have to be found 
to etart the reeducation. 
It wlU 
have to be p rotected by Allied mili­ 
tary control. 
How to re-educate? Dr. Foerater 
chuckles. 
"There must p robably 
be a second “burning of the books, 
the Nazi books, this time.” 
This country must help to p re­ 
p are next texts—ha Is now writ­ 
ing 
one 
to 
re-educate 
German 
teachers-’and these must tell the 
real causes of both wars and fill 
In all the information the Ger­ 
mans have not had during the 
Nail regime.

World war I. Here are a coup le of 
stories that show that the dough­ 
boy gets along with the y ounfsterg 
of oconp ied territory today just as 
well as he over did: 
Both these stories, which have 
just drifted back from Sicily , are 
about mascots, both callsd Johnny . 
The first one’s real name is Gio­ 
vanni. 
He’s a 12-y ear-old Sicilian 
whose mother was killed In an air 
raid and whose father hasn’t been 
heard from since he went off to 
ths Russian front. 
Johnny wandered Into ths bivou­ 
ac of an armored division medical 
battalion after that historic « id- 
run to Palermo. 
At flret he just 
sat on the stubble of a wheat field 
and sang solemnly to himself. Soon 
the soldiers began to talk and joke 
with him and to share their C ra­ 
tions. Johnny moved In as mascot. 
Now he goes shout with his 


clvUlan clothes rounded out with 
a p air of G1 shoes and a GI cap . 
He wears the medical battalion’s 
Red Cross armband and — most 
p roudly of all—the division’s p atch 
sewed to his sweater. His salute 
Is famous and he clicks his heels 
like the general’s snap p iest aide. 
Johnny is most famous for his 
voice. 
His 
rep ertoire 
Include« 
Italian translations of “Oh, John­ 
ny ,” "The Butcher Boy ,” "The 
Woodp ecker Song” and an unp rint­ 
able number about Mussolini. 
The most touching disp lay of 
Johnny ’s wis'fulness to be one of 
the gang came on the first p ay day 
aftsr he ’’joined np .” 
As ths men lined up , he shy ly 
handed the comp any commander. 
Cap t. R, M. Pruy n of Yonkers. N. 
Y.. an envelop e containing a few 
lira he had earned around camp . 
Then he got Into lihe and received 
his money all over again. 
The other "Johnny ’s” real name 
Is Abdul or Mohammed All or 
something. 
Nobody 
remembers 
any more. An artillery brigade 


p icked him up at Sldl Bel Abbes, 
Morocco, and he has served as an 
interp reter with the ninth division 
In Sicily . 
He’s now attached as a "one- 
man army " to the headquarters of 
the military commander of the 
Palermo district. 
He’s a 10-y ear- 
old Arab rep lete with side arms 
and half-p lnt regulation uniform. 
When this Johnny first rep orted 
to headquarters he was wearing 
an emp ty p istol holster. The com­ 
manding officer gave him a .32 Of 
his own. As he left ne retrieved 
his own gun from a nearby p iano, 
where had had hidden it “so the 
colonel wouldn’t take tt away .” He 
trusts hig new friends more now. 
One of Johnny ’s dultes is to p lay 
some ancient American records, 
which came from heaven know« 
where, on a decrep it p honograp h 
in the officers’ mess. 
Johnny ’s most remarkable feat 
was ths single-handed cap ture of 
a civilian who had cornered quan­ 
tities of bread and was running a 
black m arket 
The Customer Is Boss

OUT Of the p rosp ective economic 
exhaustion and maladjustments 
growing out of total warfare comes 
the wistful hop e of “full emp loy ­ 
ment and cap acity op erotion of 
business.” 
Is such exp ectation reasonable? 
Have we adjourned the business 
cy cle and found the key to p er­ 
p etual booms? 
In a notable address before the 
Controllers Institute of Americs, 
Bnders M. Voorhees, chairman of 
the finance committee of United 
States Steel Corp . noted as a p i­ 
oneer in streamlining corp orate ac­ 
counting, addressed himself to that 
question. 
He 
debunked 
the 
assump tion 
that corp orate management has 
the p ower to grant or withhold 
emp loy ment. 
The customer 1« the boss who 
determines volumn of emp loy ment 
by his orders for goods,and serv­ 
ices. 
Mr. Voorhees reinterp reted the 
corp orate official as an economic 
servant of the p eop le, rather than 
their economic master. 
Re f e r r i ng to extensive current 
emp loy ment during the arma­ 
ment boom, Mr. Voorhees candidly 
said: 
“We are told that, the state 
having demonstrated Its ability to 
emp loy , the p eop le will not toler­ 


ate any condition which involves 
less than a high level of emp loy ­ 
ment and at a high level of wages. 
"It follows, so It is aaid, that If 
p rivate ownership cannot justify 
Itself by maintaining these high 
levela. the state in its rip e com­ 
p etence and ever rip er confidence 
will take over. 
“It 1« rather odd to discover 
that many of those who call them­ 
selves businessmen and are p re­ 
sumed therefore to be versed in 
commercial 
accounting 
subscribe 
to the fundamental illusion that 
we can act as If we have large 
orders In hand when we have 
only small orders, and therefore 
find 
no 
difficulty 
In 
solemnly 
averring that business has the re­ 
sp onsibility of learning how to go 
forward while op erating In reverse 
—or else. 
“We know from our accounts 
that we can p roduce and exchange 
our p roducts only as others p ro­ 
duce and exchange with us. 
“For as we all know, the only 
thing originated by a corp oration. 
Indep endent of exchange, is de­ 
p reciation.” 
Th is is sensible talk. A business 
enterp rise is only a cog in the 
wheels of national economy and 
cannot of and by Itself arbltrgrlly 
decree p rosp erity or slump . 
The Ingredients for p rosp erity 
inhere In a balanced economic so­ 
ciety in which the various p roduc-

ing group s who carry on exchanges 
are in balanced income relation­ 
ship with one another. 
This writer in 1988 p ointed out in 
a brochure entitled “Streamlined 
Financial Statements—For Whom 
Does Cap ital Work?” that a clear 
financial statement help s to Illu­ 
minate the true nature of our 
economic society .

“ t T is simp ly the same general 
A p ublic engaged In Us own serv­ 
ice of sup p ly , and business can no 
more live In a p osition adverse 
to those It sup p lies than the heart 
can take a p osition adverse to the 
lungs, 
“Most of us are both p roducers 
and consumers. There is no one 
who alway s sells and never buy s. 
The notion that business is or 
can be an indep endent sy stem or 
p ower either to take continuously 
from or sup p ly continuously to the 
community is absurd. 
“It sup p oses that business can 
live In a vacuum—free to do as It 
p leases about p rices or any other 
matter.” 
In heated and emotional

matters, 
bookkeep ing in double entry form 
Is a great clarifier. 
It p rovides a tool for victory in 
the race between catastrop he and 
civilization.

Wartime Trav elers Bound For Spot 


Where They Need Not Be

CONSTANT p leas by government and other 
agencies to the p ublic to refrain from raHBr- 
road traveling, excep t on errands of vital Im­ 
p ortance, have had no effect. 
Trains every where are running Jam-p acked 
with p assengers, many of them traveling just 
for p leasure. It seems likely It will be necessary 
to establish in all cities bureaus that will require 
absolute p roof of the necessity of journey s before 
tickets will be Issued. 
The crowded condition of New York, Chicago, 
Los Angelee and other large cities of the nation 
Is p roof of excessive unnecessary travel because 
most of the visitors to those p laces have to uso 
railroads to get there. 
Probably 80 p ercent of the burden of human 
transp ortation in the United States Is now on 
the railroads, what with restrictions on auto­ 
mobile travel, the difficulty of getting p lane 
p riorities and the almost comp lete disap p ear­ 
ance of p assenger boats. In the big terminal 
cities of the land the situation has become a 
p roblem. 
In these cities the hotels alway s are p acked. 
New arrivals, esp ecially those who hap p en to 
miss train connections, have a tough time finding 
p laces to sleep . Railroad stations are crowded 
day and night with travelers, and 
many of 
them use the benches as bunks. There are 
veritable mob scenes with 
the dep arture ef 
every train. 
Muc h of the travel Is not only unnecessary , 
as I have said, but some of it is downright 
silly . Women are lugging children from one end 
of the country to the other for no other p urp ose 
than visiting relatives. There Is a considerable 
amount of travel to p leasure resorts. Peop le ‘are 
journey ing to cities merely to shop and see the 
sights. 
Conventions are being held that call for the 
railroad transp ortation of delegates from all 
p arts of the United States to a given p oint and 
I do not think all these meetings are so necessary 
that great calamity would befall if they were 
p ostp oned, or the business conducted by mall. 
Those who are entitled to travel, the men of 
the armed forces back from the fighting fronts, o r 
on furlough to see their folks before going over­ 
seas. are the sufferers from the gadabout ep i­ 
demic among civilians. They often get shut out 
on sp ace and have to waste time most p recious 
to them at their starting p oints, which Is also 
true of businessmen with legitimate and Imp or­ 
tant errands In cities distant from their own. 
The situation is due, of course, io the p eop le 
having too much money and no sense of resp on­ 
sibility . It Is p ossible that the enormous move­ 
ment of the careless Is one reason for some « hort- 
comings In war p roduction and for the labor 
shortage in many fields. It is 'certainly resp on­ 
sible for much of the overcrowding and confusion 
In large cities. 
Th e answer is more careful regulation of travel. 
If every p erson seeking transp ortation had to 
give p ositive p roof of the necessity of the journey , 
It would relieve the congestion on the trains, dis­ 
tribute business more evenly throughout the coun­ 
try and p robably abate the shortage of many com­ 
modities In the large centers by leaving more for 
the home folks. 
It also would ease^ the bousing famine In many 
p laces and. most Imp ortant of aU, would give 
servicemen greater traveling convenience and 
comfort It should be made an offense for civilians 
to travel In these times without an authenticated 
excuse of Illness, death or Imp erative business.

R. FOERSTER^ tother was di­

Her spirit Is not a vie*, eo much 
as It Is a perverted virtue."

Soon 
the soldiers began to talk and joke 
with him and to share their C ra­ 
tions. Johnny moved In as mascot. 
Now he goes about with bls 


civilian clothes rounded out with 
a pair of GI shoes and a GI cap.

interpreter with the ninth division 
in Sicily. 
He’s now attached as a "one- 
man army” to the headquarters of 
the military commander of the 
Palermo district. 
He’s a 10-year- 
old Arab replete with side arms 
and half-pint regulation uniform. 
When this Johnny first reported 
to headquarters he was wearing 
an empty pistol holster. The com­ 
manding officer gave him a .32 Of 
his own. As he left ae retrieved 
his own gun from a nearby piano, 
where had had hidden it “so the 
colonel wouldn't take It away.” He 
trusts his new friend* more now. 
One of Johnny’s dultes is to play 
some ancient American records, 
which came from heaven knows 
where, on a decrepit phonograph 
in the officers’ mess.

Another specification Is simplicity. Public re­ 
action from the needless complexities of the 
(Withholding tax has been strong. For the first 
time In years, it seems likely that tax experts 
la congress and perhaps even the muddle-minded 
experts who hold forth in the treasury depart­ 
ment will make an honest effort to simplify 
taxes. 
The other important specification Is produc­ 
tivity, relative to effect on taxpayers. In brief, 
the golden egg must be obtained without killing 
the goose. The treasury must obtain the bulk 
'of its additional revenue In 1944 from the places 
wbefa there has been some increase In ability 
to pay, either through ability to reduce expenses, 
raise Income, or both. 
The additional tax must be geared to reality 
at both ends—the taxpayer’s situation at one end, 
the government's urgent need for money at the 
other.

EFERRING to extensive current 
employment during the arma­ 
ment boom. Mr. Voorhees candidly 
said:

ate any condition which involves 
leas than a high level of employ­ 
ment and at a high level of wages. 
"It follows, so It Is aald, that lf 
private ownership cannot justify 
itself by maintaining these high 
levels, the state In its ripe com­ 
petence and ever riper confidence 
will take over.

“It supposes that business can 
live in a vacuum—free to do as it 
pleases about prices or any other 
matter.” 
In heated and emotional dis

bookkeeping In double entry form 
Is a great clarifier. 
It provides a tool for victory in 
the race between catastrophe and 
civilisation. 


CONSTANT pleas by government and other 
agencies to the public to refrain from 
road traveling, except on errands of vital Im­ 
portance, have had no effect. 
Trains everywhere are running jam-packed 
with passengers, many of them traveling just 
for pleasure. It seems likely it will be necessary 
to establish in all cities bureaus that will require 
absolute proof of the necessity of journeys before 
tickets will be issued. 
The crowded condition of New York, Chicago, 
Los Angeles and other large cities of the nation 
is proof of excessive unnecessary travel because 
most of th* visitors to those places have to use 
railroads to get there. 
Probably 80 percent of the burden of human 
transportation in the United States is now on 
the railroads, what with restrictions on auto­ 
mobile travel, the difficulty of getting plane 
priorities and the almost complete disappear­ 
ance of passenger boats. In the big terminal 
cities of the land the situation bas become a 
problem. 
. , 
In these cities the botels always are packed. 
New arrivals, especially those who happen to 
miss train connections, have a tough time finding 
places to sleep. Railroad stations are crowded 
day and night with travelers, and many of 
them ase the benches as bunks. There are 
veritable mob scenes with 
the departure el 
every train. 
MUCH of the travel Is not only unnecessary, 
as I have said, but some of It Is downright 
silly. Women are lugging children from one end 
of the country to the other for no other purpose 
than visiting relatives. There is a considerable 
amount of travel to pleasure resorts. People ‘are 
journeying to cities merely to shop and see the 
sights. 
Conventions are being held that call fen* the 
railroad transportation of delegates from all 
parts of the United States to a given point and 
I do not think all these meetings are so necessary 
that great calamity would befall if they were 
postponed, or the business conducted by mall. 
Those who are entitled to travel, the men of 
the armed forces back from the fighting fronts, or 
on furlough to see their folks before going over­ 
seas. are the sufferers from the gadabout epi­ 
demic among civilians. They often get shut out 
on space and have to waste time most precious 
to them at their starting points, which is alto 
true of businessmen with legitimate and impor­ 
tant errands in cities distant from their own. 
The situation is due, of course, to the people 
having too much money and no sense of respon­ 
sibility. It is possible that the enormous move­ 
ment of the careless Is one reason for some short­ 
comings in war production and for the labor 
shortage in many fields. It is 'certainly respon­ 
sible for much of the overcrowding and confusion 
in large cities. 
THE answer to more careful regulation of travel. 
If every person seeking transportation had to 
give positive proof of the necessity of the journey, 
It would relieve the congestion on the trains, dis­ 
tribute business more evenly throughout the coun­ 
try end probably abate the shortage of many com­ 
modities In the large centers by leaving more for 
the home folks. 
It also would ease the housing famine In many 
places and, most important of all, would give 
servicemen greater traveling convenience and 
comfort. It should be made en offense for civilians 
to travel in these times without an authenticated 
excuse of illness, death or Imperative business.

CLEVELAND. Sept. 30 — In a 
nioT« to place federal rent control 
in the hands of neighbors of ten­ 
ants and landlords. Regional Rent 
Executive Rowland D. Schell an­ 
nounced today a tentative plan to 
create rental panels in war price 
and ration boards of small com­ 
munities In Ohio and four neigh­ 
boring states. 
Schell said he has asked the 
Ashtabula county civilian defense 
organisation to recommend a three- 
member panel for the Ashtabula 
ration board for a “trial of how 
effectively rent control can be adv 
ministered in 
a small area by a 
rent panel." 
If successful there, he said, sim­ 
ilar panels may be established in 
other 
small 
communities. 
The 
panels, replacing sub-area offices, 
will 
make 
recommendations 
to 
their nearest area control office 
for action. 
Under the present system, appli­ 
cations for reductions or increases 
in'rentals are handled by 49 area 
offices in the five-state region. 
About 40 percent of 100,000 tenant 
applications for reductions have 
been granted since April 1, 1941. 
Ashtabula county is one of 20 
rent control areas in Ohio. Others

MONTREAIi, Sept, SO—The in­ 
ternational labor office declared 
today that "one of the most urgent 
tasks of post-war reconstruction” 
will be permanent resettlmnent of 
between 30.000,000 and 40,000,000 
peraons torn from their Ehiropean 
homes, 
A 106-page report said the prob­ 
lem is far “beyond the powers 
of any single country" and added: 
"Millions have been victimized 
by a narrow nationalism which 
has had a total disregard of hu­ 
man beings. They can be helped 
only by international cooperation 
and organization." 
The study was prepared by Prof. 
Eugene M, Kullsoher, director of 
the Research Bureau On Popula­ 
tion Movements of New York, in 
consultation with Pierre \Ya^- 
broeck, chief of labor conditions, 
employment and migration seetitm 
of the international labor office. 
The study expressed the view 
that in most cases repatriation 
will be the most obvious remedial 
measure but woald not afford a 
necessarily satisfactory solution. 
Therefore, a redistribution of lab­ 
or might become necessary. 
The report declared that unless 
immigration, especially to countries 
of the western hemisphere, is re­ 
sumed in an ordered manner “it 
will not be possible to eolve the 
problem of war and pre-war re­ 
fugees. 
The study estimated the num 
ber of Jews uprooted in Europe 
at more than 4,000,000.

Great Problem Faced 
In Just Resettlement

Of Europe’s Uprooted

MONTREAL, Sept Sd—The In­ 
ternational labor offioe declared 
today that "one of the most urgent 
tasks of post-war reconstruction” 
will be permanent resettlement of 
between 30,000,000 and 40,000,000 
j 
persons torn from their European 
homes. 
A 106-page report said the prob­ 
lem is -far “beyond the powers 
, 
of any stogie country" and added: 
"Millions have been victimized 
by a narrow nationalism which 
has had a total disregard of hu­ 
man beings. They can be helped 
only by international cooperation 
and organization." 
The study was prepared by Prof. 
Eugene M. Ku 11 acher, director of 
the Research Bureau On Popula­ 
tion Movements of New York, in 
consultation with Pierre Wast- 
broeck, chief of labor conditions, 
employment and migration section 
of the international labor office. 
The study expressed the view 
that in most cases repatriation 
will be the most obvious remedial 
measure but would not afford a 
necessarily satisfactory solution. 
Therefore, a redistribution of lab­ 
or might become necessary. 
The report declared that unless 
immigration, especially to countries 
of the western hemisphere, is re­ 
sumed in an ordered manner “it 
will not be possible to solve the 
problem of war aad pre-war re­ 
fugees. 
The study estimated the num­ 
ber of Jews uprooted in Europe 
at more than 4,000,000.

Soldier Hidden In Car 
Kitty’s car had one of those 
French 
luggage 
contraptions, 
a 
compartment that opened into the 
back seat rather than outside. The 
English boy was hidden in the com­ 
partment, was brought safely to 
the 
Beaurepos-Shiber apartment, 
eventually was “disposed of.” 
Both women knew they had been 
foolhardy, aa s uc h. actions once 
were judged. But they went on. 
Mrs: Shibbr the stabilising influ­ 
ence, and Kitty the dashing one. 
Their next exploit was "snatch­ 
ing” two more British soldiers from 
a military hospital, and one of 
these nearly died in their apart­ 
m ent 
Kitty, always a little bolder than 
safety dictated, inserted advertise­ 
ments in Paris-Soir, and eventual­ 
ly found a young French priest in 
a little village of northern France, 
who himself was in contact with a 
thousand British soldiers hiding in 
the neighborhood. Two gentlewo­ 
men found their trickle of salvaged 
humanity had become a river. 
They lived a hair-trigger life, 
with the death 
penalty always 
waiting. They kept on — although 
eventually toe Germane caught up. 
It meant death for Kitty and prison 
for Mrs. Shlber.

Complaints of Inv alids 
Doctors know plenty . And any 
time one fails the least in sy m­ 
pathy 
or 
suggests 
that 
may be 
there Isn’t any thing v ery eerious 
the matter after all, the chronic 
Inv alid flares up and say s, “ Well, 
y ou don’t think I enjoy being sick, 
do y ou? I wouldn’t make my self 
sick, would I? ” But that is just 
what they do. I am In reclpt of a 
v ery intrestlng book with a sug­ 
gestiv e subtltle~” A Study of the 
Will to be Sick." These people 
hav e the will to be sick, ev en 
though they don’t recognize It. 
Of all the nerv ous Inv alids, the 
nerv ous dy speptics are the most 
nery ous. This can he ex plained on 
the basis that the digestiv e tract 
Is the most primitiv e structure in 
the anatomy .

Complaints of Invalids 
Doctors know plenty. And any 
time one fails the least in sym­ 
pathy 
or 
suggests 
th at 
maybe 
there isn’t anything very serious 
the m atter after all, the chronic 
invalid flares up and says, "Well, 
you don’t think I enjoy being sick 
do you? I wouldn’t make myself 
sick, would I?” But th at Is ju st 
what they do. I am in recipt of a 
very in fe stin g book w ith a sug­ 
gestive subtitle—"A Study of the 
Will to be Sick.” These people 
have the will to be sick, even 
though they don’t recognise IL 
Of all the nervous invalids, the 
nervous dyspeptics are the m ost 
nervous. This can be explained on 
the basis that the digestive tract 
Is the m ost primitive structure in 
the anatomy. The lowesL sim plest 
animals are all stomach. As we 
ascend in the scale, a nervous sys 
tem grows up around the stomach. 
And man still has a good deal of 
nervous system around his stom­ 
ach, and the stomach and diges­ 
tive system respond to emotions 
more readily than any other or 
genic system in the body. 
Thus emotions 
certainly 
stop 
appetite — anorexia. And they 
cause nausea. And the nervous 
system causes spasms in the stom­ 
ach, or intestine, which pass for 
indigestion or dyspepsia. 
Influenced By Suggestion 
Various influences in life—early 
home training and experiences— 
acquaintance 
with a parent 
or 
other relative who is always talk­ 
ing about bowels and stomach ul­ 
cers or palpatatlons of the heart, 
or feeling weak, or vitamins, will 
create a subconscious personality 
which concentrates on one or the 
other of the systems of the body

He was a 
German and he worked for Che- 
vaile, the Jap agent. It appeared 
as If the enterprising Gestapo had 
captured what was left of Jap 
apparatus. 1 wiped my face. I was 
perspiring. 
Chevaile said. “You have sur­ 
rounded this house. Call in your 
men. It la better so.” He didn’t 


ask me how I knew of the pass­ 
word. H© simply looked it. His 
blond eyebrows lifted a fraction 
of an inch. 
“I spoke to Taggard today.” I 
said .thinking that I was still the 
same 
blundering 
tin 
specialist 
turned Investigator who had re­ 
sponded so heroically to Lila Tag- 
gard’s original summons. 
“Taggard!” Chevaile cried out 
in despair.
